THREE WAYS OF REGISTERING 


YOUR CHOICE ON TUESDAY 


After a campaign in which all interest centered in the contests for 


two offices—congressman fro"m the Ninth district, and counts' clerk— 
everything is ready for casting ballots on Tuesday. Full instructions 
have been given by Herman J. Kamps, count) clerk, on the method of 
marking ballots. 


Five columns appear on the official ballot. They are Democrat, Pro- 


hibition,'Republican, Socialist and Independent. 
Democratic candi- 


dates who did not receive a sufficient number of votes in the primary 
election to place their names in the party column are listed as indepen- 
dents. Judge Henry Graass, who entered the contest as an Indepen- 
dent after the primary, also is listed in the Independent column. 


There are three ways of registering your choice at the polls. To 


vote a straight ticket it is only neces«sary to mark a cross in the circle 
at the head of the party column. There are two ways of voting for 
individual candidates. One is to mark a cross after the name of every 
person you wfcJt to \ole for. The other is to mark a cross in the circle 
at the head of the party column and then mark crosses after the names 
of candidates in other columns for whom you wish to vote. Here is an 
example: You can vote for Judge Henry Graass for congress by vot- 
ing hi the circle at the head of the Republican party column and then 
going into the Independent column and making a cross after Graass' 
name. It is not necessary to cross out the name of his opponent in the 
Republican column to make your vote count for Graass. If, however, 
you put a cross after both Schneider's and Graass' name your \ ote will 
be invalidated. 


Another way would be to put a cross after the name of Judge 


Graass and after the name of every other candidate you wish to vote 
for. 


In addition to the candidates, there are three proposed constitu- 


tional amendments to be voted upon. One would authorize cities to 
incur an additional 5 per cent indebtedness to acquire utilities, another 
would permit a valid jury verdict hi civil cases by a five-sixths vote, 
and the third would aHow sheriffs to succeed themselves. 


In case an elector cannot read, he can have the assistance of two 


election officers in marking his ballot. Five minutes is the time allowed 
in which to mark the ballot in the booth. If a ballot is spoiled, it must 
be returned to the ballot clerk who will issue another, but not more 
than three in all. 


Those who will be absent election day and have not yet applied 


for an absent voters ballot, will probably lose their vote, as the time 
is. too short in which to apply for and mail the ballot.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT^ 


There will be submitted TO the voters 


at the election on next Tuesday three pro- 
posed amendments to the constitution of 
"WkconMii. The warmth of thecampaignis 
putting these amendments in the hack- 
ground. This should not be. The voters 
should intelligently register their approv- 
al or disapproval of these amendments. 


The first proposed amendment permits 


a sheriff to hold office for more than one 
term 
con.sci-utively. 
The 
amendment 


should be carried. 
There is no good rea- 


son why the sheriff of any county in ^ is- 
consin. if an efficient official, should not 
be returned to office. 


The second proposed amendment will 


permir verdict in civil cases by a majori- 
ty of five-sixths of the jury instead of an 
unanimous vote as now obtaining. There 
is also no good reason why this amend- 
ment should not be carried. 
If ten out 


of twelve jurors favor a certain \erdict 
that majority should be sufficient with- 
out, the necessity of the verdict being 
unanimous, or permitting one or two of 
the jurors to string up the whole jury. 


The third amendment, is more import- 


ant. 
Under the constitution of Wiscon- 


sin as it now exists a municipality can- 
not borrow a sum in excess of J% °f 'ts 
assessed valuation. 
This is a wholesome 


provision of the constitution. 
Tt is de- 


signed to prevent extravagance in public 
affairs. 
It prevents the certain results 


of extravagance—burdensome taxes. The 
proposed amendment will permit munici- 
pal indebtedness of double the former 
amount allowed, that is to say a munici- 
pality, if the amendment is carried, -will 
be permitted to borrow H^c of its as- 
sess^rl valuation. 


The purpose of the amendment is to 


permit municipalities to engage in public 
utility businesses of a kind that is dan- 
gerous and that will necessarily result in 
financial disaster. 
The bonded indebted- 


ness of municipalities in Wisconsin is al- 
ready growing into very high figures. The 
future has been mortgaged sufficiently. 
The wise provision to limit the indebted- 
ness to 3% of the assessed 
valuation 


should not be disturbed. We need more 
economy in municipal affairs. 
The ten- 


dency of the proposed amendment will 
not result in economy hul just the re- 
verse. 
This arucndmcat should be de- 


feated.

INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: 
A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, will re- 


ceive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks and no other ballot can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballot, 


the voter must retire alone to the booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, 
but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time 


is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into booth and may be used to copy from. 
The 


ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folde.l so that the inside caunot be seen, but so that 


the printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass out of the booth, or compartment, give his name to the 


inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is un- 
able to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by 
the voter, and if he declares that he is totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. The presiding officer may ad- 
minister an oath, in his discretion, as to such person's disability. The party designations and candidates for the different offices are, for example, as follows:
